FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

WAR IN EUROPE. By. the arrival of the 
packet ship Florida, at New-York on Friday last, 
in 26 days from Liverpool, and the Hudson from 
London, English dates to the 16th December are 
received—they contain the highly important intel- 
ligence of the invasion of Portugal by Spain, ana 
that the former in conformity of the existing treaty 
of alliance, had called upon England for aid, which 
was promptly answered: The King ef England’s 
message to Parliament, announcing the object, and 
asking supplies, was received and granted under 
acclamations.—Troops were immediately to be em- 
barked—they are chosen chiefly from the veteran 
corps. 

A letter from London, of the 14th ult. received 
at New York, says, “ It is generally believed that 
France is at the bottom of the aggressions with Por- 
tugal, notwithstanding her protestations to the con- 
trary. Judging from appearances, | should say we 
are likely to have a general stir on the Continent, al- 
though many think the steps taken by Ministers will 
be the only sure way to prevent it. All public se- 
curities have fallen very much during the week ; 
South American have gone down full ten per cent.” 

The Bank of England has declared a dividend 
of 4 per cent. for the last six months. 

The, King of England has had another severe 
attack of the gout, and was in consequence living 
very abstemiously.
